In my former letters to the Stan- 
dard &nd other papers, 1 hare merely 

described the workings of this Insti- 
tution. In this one I will not ("online 
myself to any particular one, but only 
to the Deaf .and Dumb as a class. 
The facts that I herewith present are 
from various books on the subject and 
from my own observation during the 

short period of my being in the "Deaf 

World." 

There are in the United Slates a- 
bout IIO.OOO deaf and dumb people ; 
this includes deaf, and deaf and 
dumb both. They are classed as 
congenital mutes, -who are deaf from 
birth, and semi mutes, those who 

have )oal their besting in after life. 

There are in the United States 56 in- 
stitutions for the instruction of Ihe 
deaf and dumb, of which we will give 
Ihe statistics of scholars : Mutes, 
Males, l,o:;t • Eamalas, 2,98fi ; S. •mi- 
mules, both Boxes, 986. 

The various foreign countries have 
the following number of schools for 
the deaf and dumb : Australia .'5, 
Austria Hungary 17, Belgium 10, 
Brazil I, Denmark I, Prance 60, Ger- 
many 90, Great Britain and Ireland 
:H. Italy 86, Japan •>, various olliei 

countries -to. 

So we see thai there are neari 
institutions in the world, a 'great 
many having an average of o00 pupils. 
Now (hat we have furnished statis- 
tics, (and statistics are a dry subject 

no matter what they are of) I will 

proceed with items concerning mutes 
themselves. 

This century has been one of pro- 
gress. We have i> 

ton gin, steamboat railroad, sewing 
machine, electric telegraph and oleo- 

•bi, and many other essential in- 
ventions for Ihe use of bearing man, 
and we have also been given the means 
of giving sense to the idiot, eves to 
Ihe blind, hearing to the deaf, and 
speech to the dumb. In tb, 
1 ;;<i there existed but three schools 
for deaf and dumb in tho ir/iolr world. 
The principal one was that which 
was Situated on the Montmartre 
hts, m the euberbs of Paris, and 

was ruled over by Abbe Charles 

Michel del'Epee, and supported by 

himself from a moderate patrimony. 
lie is properly known as the Father of 
the Prenchsystem of deaf-mute educa- 
tion. The fundamental principle of bis 
idea was,^ according to his own 
incut, "There is no more natural and 
iry connection between abstract 
ideas, and articulate sounds which 
strike the ear, than (hen 
same ideas and the written principles 
which address themselves to the eve. " 
This principle was then regarded as 
an absurdity on philosophy. Aficr 
much observation, study, and reflec- 
tion, he came to the conclusion that 
the most obvious instrument fori 
ing his purpose was Hie natural pan 
touume which grew Out of the modes 
of thought of one born deaf, enl 
and met hod t, -.ed in the mosl beneticial 
way. He began his labors in 
With two young gj^g whos pitiable 
condition touched his heart, and 
taught successive classes till his death 
69, at the age of tl. Another 

e schools was in Germany, 

under the charge of a self -made man 

named Samuel Hoinioke, who in the 

year 1754, while stationed as a p 

soldier in Dresden, had employed his 
leisure time in instructing a poor 
deaf and dutal m experiment 

which was interrupted by the long 

seven years war. He supported him- 
self at the close of this oontltet at the 

University of Jena, by his skill as ■ 

musician ; he then went to the village 
of Kppondorf near Hamburg and slatt- 
ed a school for hearing youtha ! 

was here he came across another mute, 
who at once became to him an object 

of absorbh 

deaf mutes found their way io his 
benevolent ministrations, 'and soon 
ohool became oni & en 

tirolv to the deaf and dumb. His 
SOhoo] and kind ways soon came lo the 

of one of Germany's most en- 
lightened men of that 'day. Prince 
Prodei asms of Saxony, who 

in 1778 invited him to Loipsio with 
his nine pupils, at Hie head of the first 
institution for the deaf dumb ever 
supported at public expense. In this

Another one of three schools was 

the one at Kdinburgb, Scotland, anil 

presided over by fat her and son named 
Kraidwood. It was a country place, 
and from the fad of its being occupied 
as an institution for the deaf and dumb 
came to be called Dnmhidikes. Of 
this school Dr. Samuel Johnson in his 
journey to the Hebrides, thus remarks 
"There is one subject of Philosophical 
Curiosity to be found in Kdinburgb 
which no other city can show, a college 
for the deaf and dumb. The number 
of pupils is about 1'-.'. They are taught 
by a Mr. Thomas Braid wood and their 
improvement is wonderful; they nol 
only speak, write and undei ■- 
what is written, but it is an expression 
scarcely figurative to say. •• they hear 

with the eye. * * It was pleasing to 
see one of the mosl desperate of human 

calamities capable id' so much help. 

After seeing the deaf taught arithmetic, 

who would bo afraid to cultivate the 
Hebrides," 

But it is not to be considered that 
these three schools mentioned were the 
Starting noint for the great develop- 
ment of the work which has been 
made during the present century. 
To De I'Epee must be awarded the 
originality of common sense : even he, 
however, owed to a Spanish teacher 
Qgls handed manual alphabet, 

Now we come to our own country 
and note the enormous progress made 
in the education of our deaf mutes. 
Here, within the United States, is 
where the art has reached its fullest 
development. Among the earliest 
eases of deaf persona which we will 
note is that of the daughter of Dr. 
Mason F. Qogswell of Hartford, who 
had the misfortune to totally lose her 
hearing through the disease then 
known as the spo tte d fever, but of late 
years greatly dreaded and known as 

Cerebro Spinal Meningitis, cong 

of the brain, as it is commonly called. 
(To those who do not know of my 
case, I will here say that il 
through this terrible disease that I lost 
my hearing on the 18th of June last, 
1 SSI. The disease generally keeps 
one confined about three months, 
weak and infirm for six monllie, and 
I he traces are not totally obliterated 
in years. Very few of us were lefl 
deaf by that disease, for the simple 
reason that SS percent die with it and 

the other per cent, suffer the lo 

hearing, as in my case, and perhaps 
both hearing and speech. I will 
speak of the causes of deafm 
another time.) But to return to Miss 

ell, her parents tried everything 
to alleviate her condition, but were 
fast settling down to the belief that 
She WOuld grow up in ignorance, and 
to them it whs terrible. But on 

in day a young man named 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, who had 
just carried olT the honors at Andov- 
AX Theological Seminary, as he had 
also done at \ ale. chanced to gfce her, 
and attracted by her wtnn 
because interested in her. ami before 
he had left her he bad actually taught 
her the word hat. Afterwards ' ho 
taught her to write the nam 
various objects, and even little 
lences. Her father and a few 
met at Hartford and decided to send 
some one to Europe to gain a know- 
ledge of their methods of educating 
the deaf. The choice Hum naturally 
fell on Mr. (iallaudet. he sailed for 

Enrope in 1815, '■ to the 

London Institute, but they would cot 
allow him to wee the methods. He 
then' went, to the Edinburgh School, 
where he also met with the same Op- 
position, but he finally came across au 
Abbe who agreed to let him take a 

certain pupil named Clero from his 

private school. 

When he came back the gentleman 
who composed the coinmiltee bs 
Oared a charter and they began the 
Hartford Asylum for the l'ca 
Dumb. Mr. Gallaudet died in 1851. 
A tilting monument has since been 
erected at the Hartford school lo him 
•and his fellow worker, Laurent (Merc. 
Mr. (Iallaudet has two sens who are 

likewise interested in the deaf and 
dumb. Dr. Thomas (lallaudel, D.D., 
of SI. Ann's Church.' of New York 
City, and Dr. Edward M. (lallaudel. 
President Of the National Deaf Mute 
College at Washington, (which is the 
Yale and Harvard of the Deaf ami 
Dnmb). Since the time of Dr. (Ial- 
laudet, forty-nine institutions have 
been established in the United Stales, 
all of which owe their methods 
to his influence. The laving 

them are as follows; New York ?, 
Illinois -.

'designate. Most of them are sent to 
New York or Philadelphia Institu- 
tions, we have about 80 New Jersey 
pupils here, most of ibein from Esses 
County. 

Six of these institutions have high 
classes, in which the higher branches 
of education arc taught. There is the 

National Deaf-Mute College at Wash- 
ington which receives graduates of Oth- 
er institutions. If I stand a high en- 
ough grade when I finish here, it i.s not 
at all impossible thai I may finish niv 
education there. 

Now 1 have only given the foun- 
dations and roundel's of ihe institutions 
of the world. 1 dare nol go into fur- 
ther details Of the school." but in my 
next I will give votir readers the de*- 
lails and methods of instruction. Im- 
mortal with the name of Gallaudet in 
America, stands the name of Di. 11. 
si'. Peot. LL.D.. and Dr. Isaac L. 
Feet, LL.D.. one the father and 
Dr. I. L. 1'eet, the son, wdio is now 
principal of our Institute. Dr. Poet. 
Sr.. founded this Institute, and his 
son has the same love for tho deaf 
mute and is ever doing for their 
good. lie attended the Milan Con 
e of Deaf-Mule Instructors in 
1880, and is now one of the leaders of 
the deaf-mutes in the world. He 
married Miss Mary Tolos, a poet and 
authoress of great renown, who is 
deaf and dumb, and a graduate of 
this school, class of 7>;, JJ years ago. 
living here in a line residence adjoin- 
ing the grounds. They havo two sons 
and ono daughter, the 'eldest son is 
now a student at Columbia College, 
but none are deaf and dumb, as their 
mother is. As 1 have gone a little 
too far into details of American Insti- 
tutions. I will reserve the rest for an- 
other time.

The Annual Report of the Pennsyl 
vania Institution lot the year of 1881, 
is a terse and comprehensive record 
of the Institution management and 
its workings. The number of pupils 
present on tbe first of January was 
70 boy*, and 143 girls. A 
school for the instruction of children 
in articulation between the ages of six 
and ten, has been opened, wbeTi 
instruction only »» imparted. At the 

it time it is prematur< 
as to the result, the school having 
been in operation for so short a 
period. In the table giving the C 
of deafness, we find that drea 
ease, cerebrospinal meningitis at the 
head. Of seventy-seven new pupils 
admitted, eighteen deaf from 

the effects of this disease ; fourteen 
lost their hearing fro u diseases of the 
brain and ear, and eleven from scarlet 
fcv<r. Eleven of the remainder were 
c ongcnitally deaf. None of the pa 
rents of the seventy-seven new pupils 
were deaf mutes. 

Principal Foster, in his report has 
the following: — " So far as known, 
nothing new has been devised or dis- 
covered during the year in this c >un 
try or in Europe ; no new methods re 
commended ; no new ideas proraulgat 
ed ; either in regard to teaching by 
signs or by articulation, which pro 
o render the teaching of 
I more successful or le-s labo- 
rious." A mention is made of the 
Western Pennsylvania Institution, 
.f tbe Erie and Senates day 
I*. In connection with the lat- 
ter, it is stated that the principal, 
Mr. J. M. Koehler, h;is discovert 

I in the county in which his 
school is situated seventy-nine deaf 
, which is an average of about 
one deaf-mute to every one th( 
inhabitants. 



Trre Tenth Annual Report of the 
St. Mary's Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes, has been received. 
The Institution is situated in Huff do, 
N. Y., and is presided over by "Sis- 
ters of St. Joseph," under the direc 
tion of a Board of Trustees. There 
are one bun lred and twenty-eight pu- 
pils connected witli the Institution, 
of whom seventy-two are boys, and 
fifty-six girls. The report contains a 
classified list of the studies of each 
class, beginning at the sixth, or low- 
est. We cordially endorse the follow
